sible legal requirements.” 

Previously Glassford had informed 
leaders of the bonus seeking veterans 
that they must clear out and had re- 
eeived defiant refusal in return. 

The commissioners took action after 
lengthy conferences with Glassford, 
Colonel U. 8S. Grant, director of pub- 
lic parks and buildings, and other fed- 
eral officials. There were indications 
it might be necessary to secure court 
orders before proceeding with the ex- 


cuation. 


The issuance of the new orders 


_ averted temporarily what threatened

Walter W. Waters, Jeader of the

PRESIDENT SIGNS. 
HOME LOAN BILL 
T0 AID BUILDING 


$2,800,000,000 Credit and 

Currency Expansion 
Measure Makes $4,922,- 
000,000 for Relief. 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—(UP)— 
Bpony Hoover today, signed . the 
$2.800,000,000 home loam and cur- 
rency bill which, with the $2,122,000- 
000 relief measure approved yester- 
day, throws a fotal of $4.922,000,000 
into the administration's war against 
tne depression. 

The measure signed today reaches 
out to relieve the burdened home- 
owner through a series of mortgage re- 
discount banks. ‘These institutions 
are expected to save thousands of 
homes from foreclosure, ease the 
strain upon thousands of others, and 
increase employment through reviving 
languishing building industry. 

It thus supplements the relief bill 
which increased the lending facilities 
of the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration to feed the hungry and fur- 
nish-credit for new projects ofa pub- 
lie and, private nature to start the 
wheels of industry moving again, 

At the close of 1931, officials said, 
there were $18,000, 
first mortgages outstanding. Since 
that time it is é@stimated another 
$2,000,000,000 has been added to 


that number. 

The averse urban first mortgage 
is estimated y federal authorities to 
approx e a pene mortgage- 
holders will receive immediate. aid 
from the batik: set signéd. today. 

Basis of System. 

The home loan banks, eight to twelve 
in. number, will be the basis of a sys- 
tem of affiliated banks, probaly num- 
bering several thousand,’ which can 
finance ‘home eer tangas to the extent 
of $1,800, n a statement 
announcing his.approval of the meas- 
ure, the president said that several 
thousand banks: would join the home 
loan bank system, It will be simi-

In addition, the measure signed to- 
day authorizes the issuance of addi- 
tional currency by national banks 
$55 060.Gh0 government bonds up_ to 

000, a provision attached by 
the senate in the hope of raising com- 
modity prices, particularly agriculture, 
and thus easing the burden upon the 
producing classes. 

President Hoover sought to allay 
any fear of this currency provision 
by announcing the treasury depart- 
ment had advised him that in its 
practical workings’ it will not result 
in inflation. Signature had been with-

For Gaining Loans 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—(UP)— 
Thousands of American home owne?: 
desiring loans or extension of mort- 
gages from the Home Loan bank sys- 
tem will find the proeedure compara- 
tively simple. 

The following steps will be followed 
by Mr. “A,” who is in need of im- 
mediate aid, and Mr. “B,” who wants 
to build a home but cannot obtain 
the money. 

“Mr, “A” has a mortgage of $5,000 

on his home valued at $10,000, .In- 
terest and principal payments are due, 
He is unable to raise enough cash or 
securities to meet maturing obliga- 
tions. 
Under the Home Loan ‘bank bill 
signed today by President Hoover, Mr. 
“A” may now go to his savings bank, 
insurance company or building and 
loan and ask for a loan or extension 
to his mortgage. The institution hold- 
ing his mortgage discounts the mort- 
gage and grants him the desired ex- 
tension or loan. 

The bank turns the mortgage over 
to the Home Loan banks and secures 
a loan or extension up to 60 per cent 
of the unpaid balance of the mort- 
gage. 

o complete the process, the Home 
Loan bank sells debentures in the open 
market for 4 1-2 per cent or Jess and 
cannot charge more than 1 1-2 per 
cent for its services. These charges 
are levied against the home owner. 

In the case of Mr. “‘B,” who desires 
to build a home and take advantage 
of the present low price of real es- 
state, labor and materials, application 
for a loan is ma&de to a savings bank, 
building and loan assocition or insur- 
ance company. 

When it is granted, the interme- 
diate institution takes a mortgage 
which in turn is given to the Home 
Loan bank. It is then financed in 
the same manner as Mr. “A’s” loan. 

Loans on mortgages: secured by 
property valued at 000 or more 
are not permitted. This feature con- 
fines loans and extensions to small 
home owners and farmers.

Health authorities and physicians 
from all sections of the state— 
those who know from first-hand in- 
formation the remarkable strides 
that have been taken towards better- 
ing health conditions generally— 
are openly apprehensive that much 
of the good effects of the work al- 


ready accomplished may be lost 


because of the necessity for the de- 
partment to lessen the scope of its 
work.

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The health department of the state 
is practicing what it has preached. 
It believes in preventive work. There 
is an imminefit slump in the depart- 
ment’s facilities to do work for citi- 
zens of the state which they need this 
year and next year worse than ever. 
To prevent the slump takes heroic 
remedies, The health department has 
cut salaries of its personnel 10 per 
cent, effective January 1—and this 
means that the employes of that de- 
partment chip into the treasury $13,- 
000 of their earnings to help make up 
a deficit of $17,000, which is created 
by failure of the legislature to ap- 
propriate as much for the health work 
for next year as has been appropriated. 


No department of the state has 
in the past few years done more 
vitally important work than the 
health department. In cooperation 
with local boards of health it has 
cleared up dangerous conditions in 
every section of the state; it has 
established health centers that have 
nipped epidemics in the bud, and has 
shown an efficient and continuous 


fight for the improvement of health 


conditions generally. 

It is unthinkable that so vital a 
work should be handicapped, and it 
ig certain that when the situation 
affecting the department becomes 
generally known the people will

Pending further investigation, speci- 
mens of the grasshoppers being on 
their way to Atlanta for classifica- 
tion, O'Neil] recommends use of a poi- 
soned bait which should be scattered 
in the fields during the night or early 
morning hours. He warned farmers 
to seatter the bait in such small Jumps 
that it will not be picked up by birds 
or live stock. 

The formula for the poisoned bait 
calls for a mixture in the following 
proportions: .20 pounds of wheat 
bran, mixed with one pound of either 
white arsenic or Paris green and 
moistened with equal parts of water 
and molasses until it is crumbly. but 
not too wet. There. should, be added 
| three-quarters of an ounce of amyl 
acetate as an attractors but if this 
chemical is not available, six oranzes 
or six lemons ground up wih the peel 
will do as well.
